Seeing there is of Late diſcoucred an abomi- 
nable,and moſt wicked Conſpiracie, againſt the 

State, and well - fare of the Land, and that amongſt

Dyck,which was Secretary of the ſaid 
place: Cornelius Geſtcranus in former time Prea- 
cher at Gorchum, and Cornelius Velſius, lately Prea- 
cher at Ractangie, which isavillage lying in the 
Iland of the Briel. The Sonnes of the late Barne- 
welt, and Adriaen Vander Duſſen of Rotterdam, are 
likewiſe accuſed ofthe crime afore ſayd, beſides 
many more, which are all fled intending to ſaue 


themſelues in Brabant, or other Countries of our 


Enemies, ſo that they are not eaſily to be mett 
withall, although their apprehenſion is much re- 
quired, and greatly neceſſary for the good of 
theſe vnited Prouinces.

Seeing alſo that a great while ſince it is 
percciued, that diners Arminia n | raj which 
were here tofore baniſhed,” and led out of theſe 
Vnited Provinces, haue emboldened themſelues 
to returne hither againe (in ſuch manner that 
there hath beene foure and twentie of them at 
once at Vtrecht) againſt the Proclamations of the 
High and Mighty Lords, the States Generall of 
the Vnited Prouinces, and goe diſguiſed with 
ſtrange habits in the Vnited Prouinces, and prin- 
cipally ia this Prouince of V trecht, as well in the 
Citie, as the other Townes and Villages thereof, 
conuerſing and walking there both day and 
night: rin ſecret meetings, and con- 
uenticles, in which they make euen their Ser- 
mons, (which are prohibited by the State) and 
prouoke there, and inſtigate the good Inhabi- 
tants of the Vnited Prouinces, and eſpecially 
them of the Citie, the Townes, and the Lands of 
Vtrecbt, to factions and commotions, and diſſen- 
tions: as likewiſe to the diſobedience of their 
Superiours and Magiſtrates: In ſuch manner, 
that (which is great pitry) there are found ſome 
of their faction and Society, that haue loſt. the

As likewiſe to adminiſter the Sacraments; and o- 
. r Eccleſiaſticall functions, nor cauſe or ſuffer 
them to come in theix houſes, gardens, hay-reekes, 
barnes, ſhips, boats, Wagons, carts, or ſleds: nor 
to hide them any where, be it by water or by land, 
vpon mos of baniſhment, or otherwiſe (as the 
fault ſhall deſerue) to be puniſhed, without that 
any long time ſhall excuſe them although it were 
many yeares ſince diſcoucred. - Di 
And becauſe ſuch perſons may be the better re- 
neaſed and taken; they which ſhall diſcouer them, 
(which are here laſt of all mentioned) ſhall be re- 
warded with the ſumme of 300. Gilders, which are 
zo pounds ſterling, and ſhall receiue them of the 
Country or State: and if they be guilty themſelues 
they ſhall be pardoned, promiſing moreouer, that 
their perſons or names ſhall not be diſcouered. 
For wee haue iudged with a generall voyce this to 
be conuenient, and a fir remedy to preuent all fur- 
ther Conſpiracies and wicked Machinations, and 
to aduance the welfare and preſcruation of theſe 
Lands, and their inhabitants. 

And becauſe the contents hereof may well be 
obſerued and kept, and that none might gretent

Lows Friend: knowing that there are diſper- 
(cd —_ you ſtrange ſpeeches ofthe Priſo- 
ners here lately taken, I would not forbeare to ad- 
uiſe you the truth of the matter. 
he Prince of orange being two day es agoe a- 
bout the afternoone, at Ryſivryc l there came three 
or foure Saylers which deſited to ſpeake with his 
Excellency, and hauing gotten acceſſe to his per- 
ſon, they related, that they were asked at Rotter- 
dam, whether they would be imployed in a ſeruice 
for the goodof theſe Countries,and were alſo pro- 
miſed great reward therefore. , | 
They confeſſed moreouer, that they had accep- 
ted the ſaid ſeruice, and had receiued certaine mo- 
ney thereupon, and that they were ſent afterwards 
to the Hage, where they deliuered two dayes agoc 
their fire-workes and other things, at a houſe (vnto 


which they were directed) called the little foole 
in che Achterom, which is a ſtreet. And that they 


had ſpoken there with the party vnto whom they 


were directed to receiue further inſtruction: but he 


had not told tht᷑ at the ſame time, what they ſhould 
doe, wiſhing chem onely to goe on to the buſineſſe 
with a courage, and promiſing that the next 
laid open vnto them.

Prince of Orange, and ſaid that their great liberali. 


ty made them to'miſteuſt the goodneſſe of this ſer-

Hereupon the Prince commanded them to re- 
turne to the Hage, and to come towards euening 
to him at his Palace. Which they did, and infor- 
med his Excel fully of all the buſineſſe. 
Whereupon he ſent preſently for the Preſident, 
and the Ceuncell of Srate, who forthwith (after 
ſome deliberation) ſent the Atturney or Fiſcall of 
the Court, withthe Prouoſt Marſhall go the houſe 
or Inne aforeſaid, uhere they found the petſons by 
them deſotibed, and the man which paid them the 
money aforefaid, hom they carried inſtatitly to 
the Court, aud examined them. 
The Towneſmen and the Souldĩers wichin were 
preſently commanded to keepe ſtrong watches 
eucry where, and to ſtop all paſſages that no body 
ſhould come away without ſeaue.

When the Fiſcall asked 1 Heft whether 
there was not a man with a trunke in his houſe: he 
anſwered, no: But ſeeing they found aſterwards 
the trunke, (open with diuers piſtols and other 
things, as it was left by the owner) when they ſear- 
ched the houſe, the Hoſte was taken priſoner, 


though the owner, the former Secretary of Bleyſ-

ther were examined the fame night, and he which 
payed the money to the Mariners confeſſed that 
there was one dwelling at. Rotterdam which had

the Mariner could not fecle preſently with his 
woollen gloues what he carried vnder his cloak, as 
he did after Wards (by the grace of God) hen his 


hands were naked. He told in the beginning to the 


Mariner, that it was a braue enterpriſe, & tending 


to the good ofthe Common wealth, but (as hee 
ſaid) it muſt be kept ſecret, and the tewaxd would 
afſwage or ſweeten the labour and pains, and deſi- 
red him therefore to find out three other luſty and 
reſolute Saylers as he was himſclfe, which he did 
at an inſtant, (ſeeing they know one another, and 
can certiſie whom they dare truſt with their liues,

Now you may gueſſe what the 
Prince thought of it, hearing of an cnterpriſe of 
which he knew not himſclfe : he commanded the 
Mariners to returne to the Court, by the way of 
Vorburg, which is à village about the Hage, and 
rode himſelſe with all ſpeed to the Court, where 
he communicated inſtantly this matter with the 
States. Hereupon was preſently giuen order that 
the two Innes here betore mentioned, ſhould be 
ſearched inſtantly, and that all them which were 
witll in the two Iuncs ſhould be ceaſed vpon, vntill 
ſuch time as the heads and complices of this wicC- 
ked anterpriſe ſhould be found out.
